three months nor less than ten days." 
While iietting does not disfranchise, it 
will be seen that the law is against it 
and provides heavy penalties.

duced in the countrv.

We now tax our home consumers of 
woolen products 58 per cent, ostensibly 
to protect our woolen industries and 
give them our home market. 
If we 
thereby obtained our home market it 
might be wise to tax the workingmen 58 
cents of every dollar of the wagos he ex- 
pends for woolen goods, but does this 
excessive taxation give us our home 
markets.

terials free; the American manufacturer 
is so exorbitantly taxed for his raw mate 
rials that even with a fifty-eight per cent, 
tax i mposed upon consumers of woolen 
goods, to protect our capital and labor, 
Europe can pay the high tax and com 
pete with us in our home markets. 


With free wool and reduced taxes on 
the necessaries of life, our woolen man 
ufacturers 
could reduce the cost of 
woolens to consumere not less than 
twenty per cent.; they could double our 
product of 
woolens and 
supply our 
whole home market; they could double 
the employment of labor in the woolen 
industry, and both capital and labor 
could get better compensation with re- 
duced taxes upon consumers. 
And what would the people gain by it? 
We consume annually $10 per head of 
woolen goods—that is $600,000,000. We 
now furnish from home mills and 
labor 
about $300,000,000 and pay European 
mills and labor for nearly 
¿00,000,000. 
A reduction of twenty jjer cent, 
in 
woolens would relieve the consumers of 
woolens annually of the enormous sum 
of $120,000,000, and of that sum $15,- 
000,000 would be saved by the 
consum- 
ers of woolens in Indiana alone, 
while 
the entire wool crop of the sl-ate does 
not exceed $200,000. 


Everybody consumes woolen goods, 
and especially our workingm«i. 
Many 
of them wear only woolens the 
whole 
year, and they are now taxed 58 per 
cent.—and much more on some of the 
cheaper articles—t<i protect our Avoolen 
mills and lalior, when the proposed pro- 
tection defeats itself by taxes ujion the 
raw materials we must have.

pete with us in onr home markets. 


With free wool and reduced taxes on 


the necesurien of life, our.woolen man- 
ufacturers could rednoe the cost of 
woolens to consumers not less than 
twenty per cent.; they could double onr 
product of woolens and supply our 
whole home matket; they could double 
the employment of labor in the woolen 
industry, and both capital and labor 
could get better compensation with re- 
duced taxes upon consumers. 


And what would the people gain by it? 
We consume annually $10 per head of 


woolen goods—that is 8600,000,000. We 
now furnish from home mills and labor 
about $300,000,000 and pay European
